A farmer iii one of tlie iniddle-woateni states writes to a nuws- 
paper: 

"Farmers are not gouii;: to work like fooU, pay their hirfd men 
greatly increased wagea and then huve the government fix food priceK 
80 low that there ia no margin left for the fanner himself. 

"All over, you hear the farmers say tlicy are not going to plant 
much corn because pigs are too cheap; tiiat they will not plant potn. 
toes to sell nt |1.50 n bushel ; that they will not hatch cbiekens be- 
cause feed is ton hinii to iiiak<' it imy. 

"Peopli^ in cities have plenty of money for style, shows and good 
times, but tiie government won't let them pay a fair price for their 
food. When they are short of potatoes and oIIht food, jx'rhnjjs 
they'll tiiink there are otiier things more important than styles." 
* No one will deny that the farmers have some legitimate pronnd!\ 
for complaint. Hut surely things are not .so bad as this ii'tti r iciuc 
seiits. It isn't evident that our farming classes generally Inive failed 
to make a living during the past year. The common impression is 
timt they are at present tlie most, prosperous part of tlu' eoiiimunity. 
Their avei-ajre iiieoiiu', to be; sure, looks snuill compared with that of 
the average I'aclory worker; l)ut they live better, and have mon; to 
show for their work at the end of the year. 

There was a time, and that not long ago, when the fanner would 
have been mighty glad to get $1.50 or even $1.(K) per bushel for bis 
potatoes, and when $2 or more for wheat would have represented 
undreamed-of wealth. Siniiliir eomment mif;ht lie inndi' refranling 
)li8 pigs, corn and poultry.. The farmer's expenses have risen, to be 
sure, but have^'they risen as much as his receipts T 

It surely sounds stran}j;e to eity folk, harassed as they are by the 
cost of food, to hear farmei-s arfjue that food isn't high enough. 

There is no purpose apparent anywhere to discriminate against 
the farmer. The public recognizes tWat he nuist have a fair profit. 
And the government, in its |>rice-fixing, may be depended upon to 
give the farmer a s(iuare deal. 

But a complaint like this tends to raise a suspicion that farm rs 
want more than a scpiare deal. The tone of it is bad. The threats 
are bad. Can it be that any great ])roportion of our farming popu- 
lation really feels like thiaf

From Spain— Henry Ctay Was Plo- 
■Mr of Mnle Breedllf 
la Kentncky. 

The public haa lately learned that 
Spain iB to furnish Qen. Perahing 
with a number of fine army mules. 
This la very intert'sting information, 
as Spain donated Iho foundation stock 
for the mules which are raised 
throughout the Southern portion of 
the Vnltcd Stntps. 

Oon. WaslilnBlon. wlio was a won- | 
derfully proeii'ssivc faiiniT as wpU as 
the father of his country, was lirst 
American to attempt the rearing of 
mules. Soon after the close of the 
Revolution he requested the repre- 
sentative of tlie I'nited SUtes In 
Spain to Hound the uowtTs and learn 
If it would be possible "to procure 
permission to extract a jackass of the 
best breed."

This Is so well told in a bulletin by 
Profs. J. J. Hooper and W. 8. Ander- 
son that it la given below:

"It appears that a Mr. Leer was in 
the employ of Oen. Washington :A 
this time and on a visit to his rela- 
tives In Hourbon county, Kentucky, 
he told of Washington's Jack stock 
and mules. Soon after this a small 
jack was soured and Brought to 
Bourbon county, Kentucky. It at- 
tracted no little attention and com- 
ment. The story is told in this coun- 
ty that the people went miles Just to 
look at the little fellow. 

"Henry Clay introduced the Spanish 
jack into Kentucky. The evidence 
seems to point to him as the Import- 
er of Don Carlos, Warrior and tJlys- 
ses. These were the very l)est that 
could be secured and soon the mules, 
produced by them out of Kentucky, 
mares, became noted and were in 
great demand. The exact date la not 
knoWn, but somewhere : about 1840 a 
very larga^ Jack was imported to 
Charleston, S. ('. The volage bad 
been a rough one and he liad l)een 
swung in a hanmiock to prevent ser- 
ious danger as the ship rolled in the 
storms. When set on shore be natur- 
ally had but little use of his legs. 
Young ft Bverett, of Montgomery 
county, Kentucky, purchased htm for 
much less than his value. They se- 
cured 'Black' John Mason to lead him 
through from South Carolina to Ken- 
tucky. This he did, but the Journey 
required sia months. He would walk 
the Jaek a akort dlstaaoe and allow 
him to rest and thus continued by
